The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After careful 
consideration of the Applicant's remarks the Examiner has found the independent claims are 
allowable. There is no evidence in the prior art of a foot prosthesis comprising a first spring 
element having two free ends, the first free end extends from a toe region and the second end 
extends to a lower region; a second spring element extending from as heel region to the lower leg 
region, the spring elements are connected to each other at said lower leg region and a ribbon-like 
tension element having one end connected to a forward region of the first spring element and 
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connected with its other end at said heel region of the second spring element, wherein the tension 
element transmit only a tension force.
